DECLARATION 

Dear Sir: 

I, Claude Lambert, declare and say as follows: 


1. For all times relevant herein I have been the Vice-President of 
Technological Development of Oberthur Gaming Technologies, Inc. the owner of the 
above-identified patent application. On January 4, 2001 I received a letter from Allen 
R. Kipnes, Esq., the intellectual property attorney representing our company in 
connection with this matter. The letter requested the residence address of the inventor, 
Liban Yusuf for the preparation of a Declaration/Power Of Attorney and Assignment. 
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This information was provided by e-mail to Mr. Klpnes on January 18, 2001. The

2. I received a letter from Mr. Klpnes dated January 30, 2001 with the 
unsigned Declaration/Power Of Attorney and Assignment requesting signature and 
dating by Liban Yusuf. On February 2, 2001 1 forwarded the documents to Mr. Yusuf 

10 at the above-identified address. 

3. A phone called was made to Mr. Yusuf on February 14, 2001 at 
approximately at 11:00 am by me and there was no answer. I left a message 
requesting that he call me so that we can make arrangements for execution and return 
of the Declaration/Power Of Attorney and Assignment. 

is 4, By letter of March 1 3, 2001 1 received a letter from Mr. Klpnes requesting 

the executed formal papers so that a response to a Notice to File Missing Parts could 
be timely filed by May 6, 2001 . 

5. I again called Mr. Yusuf on April 9, 2001 at approximately 2:00 pm and 
there was no answer. I left a message for him to return the call and explained that the 
20 telephone call involved the signing and return of the executed formal papers. I did not 
receive an answer to this telephone call and again on May 1, 2001 at approximately 
2:00 pm I again called Mr. Yusuf requesting the same information. 
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6. In the meantime, I received reminder letters from Mr. Kipnes dated April 
6, 2001 and on May 2, 2001 1 forwarded an e-mail to Mr Kipnes indicating that we had 
not received any response from Mr. Yusuf. 

7. By letter of May 8, 2001 1 was informed by Mr. Kipnes to make every effort 
5 to continue to contact Mr. Yusuf and to document all efforts that have been made in this 

endeavor. 

8. By e-mail of May 9, 2001, 1 requested Mr. Kipnes to forward to me a 
duplicate set of the Declaration/Power Of Attorney and Assignment so that I could 
forward the same to Mr. Yusuf by Registered Mail. 

10 9. OnMay 14,2001 1 forwarded the duplicate set of formal documents to the 

address of Mr. Yusuf by Federal Express and requested confirmation of delivery which 
I received from Federal Express by letter of May 17, 2001 . I did not receive a telephone 
call or the executed documents from Mr. Yusuf and on July 4, 2001 1 called Mr. Yusuf 
and left a message for him to call me regarding the formal documents. He never 

15 returned the call nor did he forward the executed documents to my attention.
